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BIG TREASURE VAULT. > 


The Largest Goilstruction of the Kind in 
the World. 

The one-hundred-million vault is the 
largest construction of the kind in the world, 
writes the Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Jimes. As it now appears it 
looks like a modern improvement on the 
dungeons of the old inquisition in Spain, 
Italy and Austria. Déescendivg into depths 
of the massive foundations of the Treasury, 
about thirty feet below the surface of the 
public thoroughfares outside and crossing a 
dingy, dimly-lighted bare apartment, a 
great square of steel, standing partly open 
in a steel casement, suggests the entrance 
to the new vault. The door, about eight feet 
high and six feet wide, is six inches thick 
and weighs five thousand pounds, or two 
and one-half net tons. To move it on its 
tracks into its steei casing requiresthe des- 
perate exertions of five men. A mechanical 
device is now being constructed to lessen 
the demand for this amount of muscle in 
handiing the ponderous portal. A lock one 
foot in djameter, resembling the highly- 
polished bottom of a dish-pan and operated 
through a combination of the most delicate 
and intricate mechanical appliances by 
means of key,a throws the powerful bolts in- 
to the slots in the frame, anda time-lock 
holds them there against any thing short of 
blowing up the building by the roots until 
the hour fixed for the morning rounds of the 
official custodian of the vaults. 

Passing through the jaws of this mon- 
ster of human contrivance against burg- 
larious attempts, the chill, damp air and 
inky darkness suggest the strength and 
isolation of this vast treasure-box. It is 
85 feet long, 50 feet wide and 12 feet high, 
surrounded by massive walls of masonry 
and brick five feet thick. In the dim light 
of a candle the weird lattice work of inter- 
lacing bars of steel which form the six- 
teen cells, each ten by twenty feet, may be 
vaguely seen. Around the inner cage leads 
a narrow corridor, where the custodian of 
the vault may make his rounds of inspec- 
tion. Upon a transverse centra! corridor 
the cells open. Each door is fitted with an 
ingenious device for fastening, which will 
nos catch until the door is entirely shut and 
the key removed. 

Each of these cells will hold six and a half 
million dollars, or two hundred tons of sil- 
ver dollars, or a grand total of 3,500 net tons, 
equal to 100,000,000 silver dollars. If the 
corridors were used for storage this aggre- 
gate could be increased to $128,000,000. 
Some practical idea of the extent of this 
treasure may be formed when it is realized 
that to transpdrt it would require at least 
1,800 wagons, which would extend in a con- 
tinuous line from the new city hall of Phil- 
adelphia to Norristown, or a train of cars 
which would extend from the Broad-street

When tne Crown Prince became 
afflicted Dr. Shrady, through the cable, was 
consulted on all phases of his disease and 
treatment. His opinions, published or other- 
wise, have been cabled constantiy to the 
other side of the Atlantic, and if any Mor | se 
this compliment exhibits a respect for 
American advancement in medicine and 
surgery not often paid to us. 

Dr. Shrady, in response to a New York 
Mail and Ex ress reporter as to the future 
life of Frederick II1., said: 

“The possibilities of his recovery 
course no man can limit or define.

in Europe by cable, often probably with 
inaccuracy, I must be careful whatI say. 
I must not go beyond what I know and be- 
lieve.”’ 

‘* But, doctor, the recent journey to Berlin 
from San Remo and its consequences, the 
effect on the mind and constitution of a man 
like the new Emperor—how would you esti- 
mate the results?’’ 

The doctor thought awhile, said the ques. 
tion was a difficult one to answer hap- 
hazard; but then, with an intellectual lu- 
mination common to men of deep thought, 
said: 

“From my knowledge and standpoint, 
and from my experience, I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that Frederick ITI. will im-

prove from now on, unless I greatly mis- 
understand his trouble and have been mis 
informed about his symptoms. Now let me 
tell you this. The Crown Prince has been 
in the vale of depression; he has been one 
of those unfortunate men against whom a 
pitiless sympathy has been bombarded, and, 
of course, that is not always encouraging 
to recovery.

sive instrument to the mind. The period 
when Gencrai Grant wrote his memoirs,now 
admitted to be written with a marvelous di- 


rectness. clearness and fairness of vision | 


and literary strength, was only the inter 
regnum between the precipice of health and 
the gulf of death at Mount McGregor. To 
the professional mind, to the philosopher, 
too, and also to the man who witnesses phy- 
sical suffering heroically in our profession. 
But when his appointed task was done, the 
work upon which he had set bis heart and 
soul, and the interests of his family (and his 
own historic fame), when suffering under 
cruel misfortune, has been secured, there 
was the ult mate collapse. The disease 
which had consented to halt while his tow- 
ering mind was active again asserted 4 
sway. His final decline began. The doctors 
tried to divert him by reading, by investi- 
gations isto all sorts of topics, but it was of 
no avail, he sank and he died.”’ 

“ And the anology exists in the case of the 
Crown Prince, now Emperor?” 

“I think it does—that is, if I am correctly 
informed as to his physical condition. His 
accession to power as Emperor, his genial 
nature, his ambition as the ruler of the 
strongest empire of Continental Europe 
will, undoubtedly, have a powerful infiu- 
ence in staying the progress of his malady. 
Imagine such a thing, even on a sluggish 
imagination—a nation acclaiming him the 
natural climax of a career achieved, yet his 
policies not yetdeclared. I tell you, many 
forms of organic diséase have been 
known to give way before less formidable 
forces than these. I think, withal, his 
journey to Berlin has shown recuperative 
powers in the direction I have named, and 
his self-consciousness as Emperor, a chance 
of independent development as the leading 
European ruler, will havea salutary effect 
on his general health.’’ 

* But are there examples of this kind of 
recovery existing?’ 

“ Certainly! Recall the case of Napoleon 
Il. MHurled from power in September, 
1870, after a long and lingering disease well 
known to our profession, he only survived 
a little overa year. But during the many 
years of the empire, while hé lingered in 
pain, he was happy in dynastic achievement 
and intellectual power. The moment he 
fell in rule, so he fell in physique. This is 
the rule, curiously enough, of men subject- 


ed to organic troubles on the one hand or to | 


exaggerated mental strain on the other.’’ 


“Your conclusion, then, is, doctor, that | 


the succession of Frederick III. is a better 
harbinger of his future health?” 
“IT have no doubt of it,” said Dr. Shrady.

A PRELIMINARY GATHERING 


Of Those interested tn Matters of 
Irrigation. 


In the Governor’s office, at Carson 
City yesterday, a Gazerre reporter 
attended a meeting presided over by 
Hon. W. M. Stewart, for the pupose 
of organizing a systen:atic offort for the 
securing of data to lay before the reg- 
ular meeting of the Senate Committee, 
to be held at Carson during the month 
of August next. 

By previous understanding Col. 
Bridges, C. E., who is in charge of the 
preliminary surveys now being carried 
on by the Government, chiefly on the 
eastern slope of the Sierras and out 


into Nevada, met with Senator Stewart 
and Assemblyman Springmeyer of the 
State Irrigation Committee. The sec- 
retary of the latter commitee was also 
nt, as were also Messrs. F. G. 
Newlands, 
veyor-General Jones and several otlwr 
gentlemen interested in the subject. 
The Chairman seemed somewhat 
annoyed at what appeared to be a lack 
of interest in the subject manifested 
by those to whom the irrigation ques- 
tion is one of importance. No person 
seemed to be able to furnish him any 
information as to the most available 
sites for reservoirs and the amount of 
land which might be reclaimed by 
their construction, or to even give him 
an approximation as to either of them 
until Col. Bridges, who waa a little 
late, arrived. Then, however, light 
came fast and strong. The number- 
less sites and opportunities for water 
storage detailed by this gentleman was 
a matter of surprise to many present, 
and seemed to greatly please Senator 
Stewart, who has worked so indefat- 
igably for a recognition of the matter 
in and out of Congress ever since his 
election.
